German Spy to 
Get Quick Trial 


Newark, N. J., July 10—(/P)—Swift 


prosecution of a German-born spy 
suspect seized in an atlempt to 
slip into the United States by pos- 
ing as a Jewish refugee was ex- 
pected today after he is arraigned 
this afternoon on charges of es- 
pionage. 


The prisoner, Herbert Karl Fried- 


rich Bahr, 29, an American citizen 
through the naturalization of his 
lale falher, was seized by Ihe FBI 
aboard the diplomatic' exchange 
ship Droltningholm. 


The arresl of Bahr, who 
was 


educaled in Buffalo, N. Y., schools 
and at Rensselaer Polytechnic In- 
stitute, Troy, N. Y., resulted from 
a thorough investigation of the re- 
fugee liner, 300 of whose 942 pas- 
sengers from Europe still are be- 
ing questioned on Ellis island 


"Bahr admits having been en- 


listed by the German espionage ser- 
vice during, October,, 1941,. as 'an 
espionage agent for the purpose of 
returning to the United Stales and 
securing and transmitting to Ger- 
many information pertaining to the 
war effort of this country," Assist- 
ant FBI Director P. E. Foxworth 
said in New York. 


In a simultaneous announcement 


of the arrest, FBI Chief J. Edgar 
Hoover said in Washington that the 
Gestapo had instructed Bahr in the 
art of spying as well as in writing 
with secret, invisible inks and had 
given him various addresses 
in 


Spain, Switzerland and South Amer- 
ica where he was to send the re- 
ports of his activities. 


The FBI said Bahr was born in 


Klosperfelde, Germany, August 27, 
1913, and came to the United States 
with his family in 1926, living .in 
Buffalo. He .went to Germany in 
1938 as an exchange student and 
studied at a technical school 
at 


Hanover, where he received a de- 
gree. 


The FBI meanwhile continued its 


drive to wipe oul Ihe German-Am- 
erican bund by arresting 11 more 
members in New York City to bring 
to 124, including 21 women, 
the

George B. Rose 
Dies Today

Orders on the induslry's books 


currently total more than $15 000 - 
000,000. Barring shortages of meii 
material and machine tools, the 
production level by the end of 1949

Dairymen Are 
Reminded to 
Care for Tin 


The U. S. Department of Agri 


culture calls on Hempstead county 
dairymen to keep in .mind the 
critical situation in respect to tin 
supplies and to lake the very bes 
possible care of the utensils they 
now have, reports Oliver L. Adam! 
county agent. 


Dairymen should keep in mind, 


the department officials say, thai 
when they wear out their presenl 
milk pails and cans and have to 
buy new ones, they are taking tin 
and steel badly needed for produc- 
tion of war goods. On the other 
hand, war production officials, in 
view of the situation, have been 
quite generous in the allotment of 
tin for the production of dairy u- 
tensils, officials added. 


The county agent gives several 


ways by which dairymen may ex- 
tend the life of utensils: first, af- 
ter use, pails and cans should be 
thoroughly washed and cleaned, but 
without the use of scouring mater- 
ials of any kind that scratch the 
tin coating, such as steel wool. Like 
wise, chemicals that will eat metal 
should not be used. Avoidance of 
denting pails, cans, and other equip- 
ment will help to lengthen the life 
of the utensils. 


New regulations by the State De- 


partment of Health, points out Mr. 
Adams, require that standard milk 
pails and single service cotton pad 
strainers be used in the production 
of milk for marketing as either 
cream or milk. Dairy products that 
have to be shipped under Lend- 
Lease or used for stock piles in 
this country have to be of good 
quality. Too much importance can- 
not be attached to the care and 
handling of milk autensils at this 
time, he emphasizes.

good cotton yields as farmers who 
apply (his Insecticide early in (ho 
morning, provided the air is still 
and dust can settle on the plants, 
says Oliver L. Aflanis, county n- 
gent. The chief advantage of night 
dusting is that there Is likely to 
be less air movement at that time. 


For years cotton farmers have 


followed the general practice of 
dusting calcium nrscnatc while the 
plants arc damp with dew. cither 
very early in the morning or lulc 
in the afternoon. Tests show that 
midday dust applications of (he 
arsenical compound on dry plants 
arc just as affective in controlling 
boll weevils and increasing cotton 
yields. Dusting should not be clone 
when it is windy, regardless or 
time of day. 


In these tests calcium arscnatc 


applied early in the morning gave 
an average increase in cotton yields 
of 309 pounds per acre over cotton 
not dusted. Midday applications, 
contrary to popular belief, proved 
equally effective, giving an aver- 
age increase in yields of 311 pounds. 
Late afternoon aplications proved 
somewhat less effective, however, 
with 264 pounds more cotton per 
acre thnn from cotton not dus.'cd. 


County Agent Adams poinU out 


that the discovery that goorl weevil 
control can bo obtained by dust- 
ing when the plants arc dry will 
enable growers to protect larger 
acreages with the same nvr.nunt of 
dusting machinery. This is especial- 
ly important this year when mac- 
hinery is scarce and increased col- 
ton production is needed for fiber, 
feed, and oil.
